Characterize* At "Thoroughly 
Miachievou$"14 Points For Peace 


Laid Down By President 


DEMANDSASURRENDER 


Urges Senate to Take Action Pre- 


venting Negotiated Peace- 


Asks War on Turkey 


Oyster Bay, Oct. 24. — Theodore 


Roosevelt sent duplicate telegrams to- 
night to United States Senators Lodge, 
Poindexter and Johnson, in which he 
characterized as "thoroughly mischiev- 
ous" the li principles enunciated by 
President Wilson If they are to be 
made the basis of peace. .The tele- 
gram follows: 


As an American citizen I most earn- 


estly hope that the senate of the Unit- 
ed States, which is part of the treaty 
making power of the United States, 
will take affirmative action against 
a negotiated peace with Germany and 
in favor of a peace based on the un- 
conditional surrender of Germany. 


"I also declare against the adoption 


in their entirety of the 14 points of 
the president's address of last Janu- 
ary as offering a basis for a peace 
satisfactory to the United States. Let 
us dictate peace by the hammering 
gun and not cbat about peace to the 
accompaniment of the clicking 
of 


typewriters. 


Language of Address. Not Plain. 
"The language of the 14 points and 


the subsequent statements explaining 
or qualifying them is neither straight- 
forward nor plain but is construed 
in its probable sense. Many.and prob- 
ably most of these 14 points are thor- 
oughly mischie ou- and if made the 
bacis of a. peace, sucli peace would rep- 
rese.i' not the unconditional surrender 
of Germany, but tbq 
unconditional 


surrender of the United States. Nat- 
urally they are entirely satisfactory 
to Germany and equally, naturally 
they are In this country satisfactory 
to every pro-German and pacifist and 
Socialist and anti-Aiyericans, so-called 
internationalists. 


"The only peace offer 
which we 


should consider from Germany at this 
time is an offer to accept such terms 
as the Allies, without our aid, have 
imposed on Bulgaria, We ought to 
declare war on Turkey without an 
hour's delay. 
The failure to do so 


hitherto has caused the talk about 
making the world safe for democracy 
to look unpleasantly like mere insin- 
cere rhetoric. While the Turk is left 
in Europe and permitte/1 to tyrannize 
over the subject people, the world is 
thoroughly unsafe for democracy. 


IT. S. Not an Assistant, Bat an Ally. 


"Moreover, we should find out what 


the President means by continually 
referring to this country merely as the 
assistant instead of the ally of the 
nations with whose troops our own 
troops are actually brigaded in battle, 
[f he means that we are something 
less than the ally of France, Italy, 
England, Belgium and Serbia, then 
he means that we are something less 
than an enemy of Germanv and Aus- 
tria. We ought to make it clear to 
the world that we are neither an un- 
trustworthy friend nor an irresolute 
roe.

Beme.—More than 600,000 prisoners, 


victims of tbe war, were exchanged and 
returned to their boms hinds up to the 
middle of last month by the interven- 
tion and good office* of Switzerland, 
says the Bund, the mouthpiece of the 
Swiss government, in a plea for a more 
generous and reciprocal treatment by 
tbe belligerents. 


After th« war h«3 began Switzer- 


land organized an international bureau 
of information fpr prisoners of war, 
with its «eat at Geneva. This bureau 
forwarded information to the relatives 
or prisoners of war and shipped food 
and delicacies to the prisoners.them- 
selves. 


As early as October, 1914, Switzer- 


land suggested to the belligerents the 
exchange of prisoners severely -wound- 
ed. The pope became interested in 
this matter and supported the efforts 
of Switzerland. In February. 1915, an 
agreement was reached regarding the 
conditions of exchange. Switzerland 
placed the hospital trains of its own 
army at tbe disposal of the belliger- 
ents for tbe transportation of the 
wounded. 


The agreement was first entered Into 


by France and Germany. Later Aus- 
tria -\nd Italy accepted the some terms. 
Early in 1916 the Swiss federal coun- 
cil, aided by the pope, succeeded In 
bringing about an agreement permit- 
ting the Internment ot severely wound- 
ed and sick prisoners of war, civil as 
well as military, within Switzerland. 
The Swiss undertook to manage this 
vast work of charity. The Swiss sur- 
geon general of the army was in direct 
charge of caring for the suffering sol- 
diers. 


Agreement Is Reached. 


Later the Swiss federal council. Sid- 


ed by the international Rep Cross at 
Geneva, succeeded in inducing the bel- 
ligerents to again respect the interna- 
tional agreement regarding hospital 
and sanitary field workers. - 


International law demands this Im- 


mediate discharge of members of sani- 
tary detachments when taken prisoner. 
This law was disregarded by belliger- 
ents, but Switzerland's entreaties and 
admonitions pnt a stop to the practice 
and led to the liberation of these pris- 
oners. 


Finally the agreement to exchange 


the permanently disabled was reached 
in March of lost year. Efforts of the 
Swiss federal council led to tbe ac- 
ceptance of this agreement by Vrance, 
Germany and Belgium. It meant the 
repatriation of all prisoners of war 
permanently disabled to an extent 
which would preclude their ever join- 
ing the army again. Also tuberculosis 
prisoners, those clinically cured as well 
as those still needing treatment; w#re 
to be repatriated. 


Following this the ecope of the re* 


patriation program was vastly extend- 
ed when France, Germany and Bel- 
gium agreed to exchange all prisoners 
of war forty-eight years of age and 
older who had been interned more than 
eighteen months. This applied to pri- 
vates and noncommissioned 
officers 


only. Commissioned officers were to 
be interned in Switzerland. 


And lastly another agreement was 


brought about by the efforts of the 
Swiss government It still further ex- 
tended the scope of the exchange con- 
ditions. All civil prisoners were to be 
freed. 


-Many Return to Homes; 


The freeing and exchanging of these 


prisoners has been in progress for some 
time. Long trains filled with these for- 
mer soldiers are passing through 
Switzerland every day in both direc- 
tions, taking these unfortunate victims 
back to their old homes, 


TJp to the middle of last month more 


than 500.000 prisoners of war had 
passed through Switzerland on their 
way to liberty. Some of these soldiers 
were to a most pitiable state. The peo- 
ple of Switzerland played the part of 
the good Samaritan by feeding, cloth- 
ing and consoling these poor sufferers. 


In addition Switzerland has been the 


connecting link in mail communication 
between belligerent countries. TJp to 
the first of June Switzerland without 
charge transported 19,796.000 letters 
and cards to prisoners ot war. 457,000' wome* ot the camp do the worfc7 The

THE TttACTOIl DEMOXSTRATIOX. 


Fully Eight Hundred Fanners Present 


Yesterday at MeLaury Farm. 


The tractor demonstration which 


under the direction of the Otsego 
County Farm bureau was announced 
tor yesterday afternoon at the farm 
or D. W. MeLaury near Milford, drew 
a representative gathering ot farmers 
from all parts of the country, aa well 
as visitors from several other nearby 
counties of the state. The estimated 
attendance was 800, and practically 
every person present was a farmer 
and Interested in the development of 
this class of farm power. 


There were five tractors on exhibi- 


tion—the 
Cleveland, 
International, 


Cage, Waterloo Boy and Fordson. 
Each waa shown by an Otsego county 
dealer, and in addition there were ex- 
perienced operators present from the 
various factories, who explained the 
good qualities of the machines and af- 
terwards took part In the test, which 
began at 2 o'clock and lasted for 
about two hours. In addition to the 
tractors, there were also five plowing 
outfits and two harrowing outfits on 
the ground- 


The test of the tractors waa made 


with plows upon the McLaury farm, 
upon ground which combined level 
fields, shsht slopes and steep hillsides 
in the fan 
toportion. All the ma- 


chines did good work, and the differ- 
ence In the quality of the plowing 
was perhaps more due to the kitiol of 
plow used and the skill of the driver, 
than to the tractor itself. The chief 
differences were on the steeper hill- 
sides, which not all the machines were 
able to make.

Here of Ono of Hottest Actions of 


War 
Complains 
Because He 


Was Wounded Early In 


the Fight

Paris.—Wlicn thi-y named that boy 


Northmoro, fat<> must have laughed 
loudly. It's so unlike him. The name 
does not suKgost the deeds this par- 
ticular Northrnore has done recently 
In France. 
II« should have been 


called Mike. 


Northmore Haniill Is his full name 


and he lives in Detroit, Mich., when 
he Is home. A little over two years 
ago he was In the senior class at high 
school, a smallish, bashful youngster 
with an engaging smile. Now he 1« 
Private IlamlU, United States marine 
corps, convalescent from two wounds, 
one of the many heroes of one of the 
hottest actions of the war, a finished 
"hnrd-bolled" soldier. 


Private HnmiU has been a little 


disappointed In this war. It has some 
good points, of course, but he feels 
that he was cheated because, as he 
expresses It, he "didn't see much of 
the fight." 


Twice wounded and still he didn't 


see much of a certain fight! 


Here Is Private Hamill's story as he 


told It bashfully, even apologetically 
after I had given him a cigarette of 
a popular brand, a cigarette that has 
been hard to get In France: 


Northmore Had Hard Luck. 


Tes, It was a good fight, that lit- 


tle affair at Bpllenu Woods. I missed 
the best part of It because I had the 
rotten luck to be wounded early, but 
the rest of the boys had a busy time. 


"We advanced ID broad daylight 


through a wheat field with the Hun 
machine gun bullets reaping the grain 
around us as nicely as though It had 
been done with a scythe. Then we 
got Into the woods where they had 
plenty of guns and plenty of cover. 
My platoon was a little In advance of 
the rest of the company, and we had 
almost reached the clearing on the 
far side of the woods when we ran 
into a nest of machine guns. 


"We had no hand grenades with us 


so all there was to do was to try to 
pick off the gunners with our rifles. 


All cf a snddfen, something ex- 


ploded right among four of "us that 
were lying near a rock. I felt some- 
thing like a needle stab in each leg 
and knew that I had been bit. Billy, 
one of my pals, got a piece of the 
trnd grenade, for that Is what had 
gone off, through the steel helmet It 
went Into his skull and he groaned a 
couple of times and was gone. Two 
ether men had been wounded, too 
tanking four casualties for one m>nsly 
little hand grenade. 
Did you ever 


hear of such luck? 


"We had to use Billy's body as a 


kind of breast-work, for things were 
getting pretty hot about then and the 
f.oor fellow was gone and there was 
no use of the rest of us being ex- 
posed. 


"I could stm work my rifle, for the 


pieces of metal in my legs weren't 
\wy big and they didn't hurt very 
much, finally all my ammunition was 
gene and I had to roll Billy over and 
use his cartridges. I hated to do It— 
It gave me the creeps—but what else 
was there to do when I was all out of 
shells? 


Navy Man Cool. 


"Finally we got orders to fall back 


to the advanced dressing station, 
which was behind a big rock, and the 
bullets pinging around and chipping 
off pieces of stone all the time. There 
was a hospital man from the navy 
there and he certainly was a cool one. 
He bandaged us up as calmly as If 
there was not such a thing as a war 
going on. 


"Then another fellow and I started 


for the next dressing station where 
there was a surgeon and we could 
cet a little better care. The other 
"blesse" was hit In the face and was 
so bandaged up that he couldn't see. 
I couldn't Step on my loft lee. so I 
guided him and he held me up and 
\ve sot along -very vrell. 


"Kinnlly we cot back Into the little 


village where the surccon was work- 
ing in a cellar. I "nn« ab^ut all in 
by this time when a Y. M. C. A. man 
cnme up and cave mf a cicnrette. I 
could almost have kissed him. 


There were some terribly wounded 


own in tlmt cellar and the snrceoa 
was worxinc without any anaesthetic, 
bat there wasn't a whimper. 
The 


parnf-st men I ever export to see! 
They jn*t lav and trntohod him rat 
them up and Mt their Jips and bore Jt.
